Africa in general, Sonth Africa in 
particnlar, is at this moment attrect- 
ing the atten:ion of the whole civilized 
world, Two highly civilized nations 
at this very moment are jimbruing their 
bands in each other's blood over the 
question of the acquisition of territory 
or at least the right of way” to the 
| aeqnizition of snch territory, The 
| African Methodist Epizcopal Church 
| as an important factor iff the world's 
| Christianization is als at this moment 
attracting great attention in Africa 
generally, in South Africa in particu- 
lar; and has entered into the field of 
greed for territorial acquisition—not 
in digmond mines, not as Uitlanders, 
not imbruing her hands in the blood 
of her fellowman, but anzcrting ber 
right to that portion of the earth, which 
in the epiritnal zense is the Lord's, 
and which was bequeatbed to His Di- 
vince Humanity saying, I «ball give 
thee the heathen for thine inberitance 
and the nttermost parts of the earth 
for thy pos#exmion. Onr right of way 
is to be fonnd in that great legal doen- 
meut of conveyance in which our Lord 
the Ous and 
Ouly God of heaven and earth, figured 
| us first party and of which Matthew, 
| Evangelist, was the Connselor-at-Law. 
| It reads: All power is given unto me 
; in heaven and ip earth. Go ye thore-

At the close of the first 
century we, find many chnrebes in 
Avia Minor, Macedonia, Ttaly, Greece, 
and the islands of the Mediterranean 
and in Northern Africa. 

Dnring the fecond and third century 
we find that ths goxpel had wpread to 
Gan!, Sunthern Germany, Arabia and 
Ethiorita. 

A. D. 312 Constentine had publisb- 
ed his edict of toloration throughout 
the Roman Empire. Tn the fifth cen- 
fary St. Patrick was at work in Ir& 
land. Before tho close of the 14th 
century Mizsionaries bad converted 
not only nearly all of Europe, but 
Mongolia, Tartary, Persia and Obing 
had been visited. In 1792 the Enaglizsb 
Baptist Missionary Society was form- 
ed, which «ent Carey and Thomas to 
Calentta, The London Mizsjonary 
Bociety was formed in 1795, the 
Chnreh Missionary Society was formed 
in 1799; in the cegenteenth and 
eighteenth centuries the United States 
gave its chief attention to Mizzions 
among the Indi-zns. The American 
Baptist Mizsionary Union was formed 
in 1814; the M. E. Mizvionary Bociety 
was formed in 1819; the Protertant 
Epizscopal Society was formed in 1821; 
the Evangelicsl Latherans began Mig- 
ions in 1841; in 16060 the A. M. FE. 
Society, Pishop Qninn

5th. Because we bave been grozly 
misrepretented as a Christian body, 
and to refute ibe many erroneous 
atatements we wizh do be in touch 
with the various newspapers of the 
city, where we can have the proceed- 
ings of our Annual Conference pub- 
lished daily through the press. 

We trust the above facts are znffi- 
eient to meet your bearty approval and 
Christian co-operation; we further 
pray, that each Pastor will proceed at 
onoe to collect all conference claims 
and monies to defray the traveling ex- 
penses of the delegates to the General 
Conference from South Africa. We

The A. M. E. Charch has actually ac- 
complished zomething,and has actnally 
achieved much in the fleld of Foreigu 
Mis%:0ns. We bave one conference in 
Liberia, it has sixteen Mission points, 
supplied by sixteen Mizsionaries and 
has & total of 312 members, according 
to report of Dr. Parks, We bave four- 
teen Missionaries in Sierra Leone and 
245 members reported. Wes have about 
five Missionaries in Burmuds, about 
six in the Barbaloes, one in Demerars 
and the chance of great work in South 
Africa, We have about forty-one 
Missionaries iv the fields that operate 
nader the sanction of the General Con- 
ference, as the South African work is 
not yet accepted, Some of the forty- 
one are velf supporting, but just 
what * number are paid regularly 
by the Mizsionary department it is 
impossible to learn from any publish- 
ed statement made by Secretary Parks. 

A careful study of the gecretary's 
report of expenditares for the years 
1898-1899 shows that $3,081.91 were 
paid out on aalary of Foreign 
Missionaries, not including H. ©. ©. 
Astwood, who actually drew $85.50 
per month as Missiouary to Cnbs, «l- 
though his actual time spent on that 
island was two weeks. Mr, Astwood 
drew his salury for twenty-four months, 
which shows that he received as sala- 
ry $2,052.00, which is over two-thirds 
of what we paid Foreign Migssionaries 
for one whole year, 

The appointment of the Rev. Mr. 
Aztwood and the wasteful expense en- 
tailed was made over the head of the 
great Miesiopary leader, Bishop Tur- 
ner, ayd he is in no gense regponsible.

& teacher, preacher, doctor or avy 
thing else, and God grant that we may 
never be snch a fool. I notonly want 
to get along, but T want to eve wy 
race doing well. Let the whole of us 
do well is our motto. Already they 
have established a Cnrfow Bell” in 
Tamps, Fls., and after it rings at 10 
o'clock at night no Negro mnust be 
fonnd npon the streets. Worse than 
Slavery! 


EMIGRATION. 


A big emigration has vet in from 
(teorgia to the wost. People are leav- 
ing by thousands and are sacriflcing 
their property and giving away their 
places or are gettivg & mere song for 
them. Some are not getting one-tenth 
or one-ninth of their true valoe. They 
had far better be emigrating to Africa; 
for instance, Liberia, where they will 
bave & permanent hymo and their 
children after them will have a perma- 
nent home, The white people are all 
alike and the zame condition of things 
that drive them from Georgia will pre- 
vail in Mississippi, Arkansas and the 
western statess We are told that 
nearly one thouaand assembled at the 
depot at Athens last night, that hun- 
dreds aud thourands have left for the 
western »tates during the last moyth 
or three weeks, The cars have been 
erowded to denalty and in eome in- 
stances they have been refnsed the 
conveniences of the car and had to 
wait and take freight trains and cattle 
boxes, The fools appear to have noth- 
ing to «ay or nothing to do with this 
emigration, but the moment Africs is 
mentioned they ewarm like bees and 
pour the vituperation and scandal 
upon the only spot that offers man- 
hood abd freedom. If the whole 
crowd of theso anti-emigrationists 
were hung dead by the neck it wonld be 
better for the race, and in s majority 
of jinstances, they are pregchers and 
tho money they spend is wrung from 
poor women and poor men at the sac- 
riflee of their lives. We will not say 
any more upon the subject lost we say 
too mach. Woe have no patience with | 
them. We mean these 50-called lead-f 
ers who are not fit to lead a flea. 


MISSIONARY RALLY.

We are born again spiritnally, becanse 
He was born naturally; we have the 
powers of conquest in our hands, be- 
oansse He had them; we enter 
heaven becanss he carries thoss 
veurs of victory, Who is this 
that cometh from Edom with dyed 
garments from Bozrah? This that is 
glorions in bis apparel, traveling in the 
greatness of his strength? Why art 
thou red in thine apparel, and thy 
garments like him that treadeth in the 
winefat? Hear Him! *'T bave trodden 
the winepress alone; and of the people 
there was none with me: for I will 
tread them in mine anger, and trample 
them in my fary; and their blood «ball 
be eprinkled npon my garments, and I 
will stain all my raiment!” Glorious 
Reznrrection Day! What sball ws ren- 
der to the Lord for all his benefits to- 
wards ns? David zays in reply, 41 
will take the cup of salvation and call 
npon the name of the Lord!” What 
does the great African Methodist Epis- 
copalt Oburch zay today, as he verges 
the close of the momentous Nineteenth 
Century, standing before an almost 
closed door ? 

This is our second view point. We 
s#tand before an almost cloged door. 
This door forever closing and forever 
opening. The door closes as to gifts 
to the old; it opens as to gifts for the 
new. The revolving wheel of church 
organizations makes its rotation be- 
fore this great and mazssive door with 


ing portcullis. The time comes for 
the Africau Methodist Episcopal or- 
ganization to come in propria pereona 
before the great door. A great olond 
of witnesses from the epiritnal world 
atand hovering o'er; the great olond 
of witnesses from the natural world 
are en evidence.

the heathen for thine inberitance and 
the uttermost parts of the earth for 
thy possession.” BSnch « gift in Wet 
and South Africa, in the Weet Indies 
has been yerified. Ye men and breth- 
ren of the African Metbodist Episcopal 
Church! God has heard your prayer, 
'*Thy kingdom come,” and He has 
given you these peoples! What sball 
you render to the Lord for His great 
benefits to you? What sacrifice shall 
we make? Shall it be the sacrifice of 
Diogenes' lonse?

From Finance Committee of 
Ecumenical Committee on 
Foreign Missions. 


Plans for the Eonmenicas! Mizzton- 
ary Conference April 21st arv nearly 
completed. The varionis committees 
have their work well organized. The 
Miesionary nocieties of overy denomina- 
tion are co-operating heartily, Acoopt- 
ances have been received from those 
who as delegates will reprezoent every 
phase of Mizsionary effort and every 
land where Miasjionary work is being 
cartied on. It remains for the Chris- 
tians of America | to do their share. 
That they will do this gladly is asvared 
by the numberless words of «ympathy 
and cheer that have come from every 
=_ of the country. All they need to 

now is what that share is. 

It is | active anpport of the Oonfer- 
ences. | This implies the eympatby 
with and prayer for it, whitich the 
ehurcbes of this land feel in common 
with thoss of every other land. It 
implies als0 that provision for the ma- 
terial needs, without which the other 
#upport will fail of its beat resalts. 

Such « gathering will of neoceasity 
oost a large cam of money; balls must 
be bired, entertainment must be pro- 
vided for foreign delegates and foreign 
Missionaries, and there is heavy 
expense for printing, etationery, 
postage, oto. M ost the work 
is volantary, but aome who gire 
large time mnst be remunerated. 
Provision needs to be made for pab- 
lisbing the proceedings to the chnrcb 
at large. There are, too, the require- 
ments of bospitality. The least hat 
American Christians can do for the 
gnests from abroad is to give them en- 
tertainment here, whether in homes or 
in hotels. 

The Finance Committees asks for 
$40,090 to cover the entire expense 
from the beginning of the work of or- 
ganization early in 1896 till the history 
of the Conference is izgened and the 
last bill is paid. Of this amonnut 
$8,575 has been subscribed, most of it 
paid in, and the same snbaoribers have 
guaranteed up to $20,000. The re- 
maining $20,000 sbhould be subscribed 
at once. The Conference is cloze at 
hand, and the committees are already 
zomewhat hampered by the uncer- 
tainty as to the snm at their disposal. 
He gives twice who gives quickly. 

But tbat is not all that is wanted. 
The Conference belongs not to « few 
but to the many. Every Obristian in 
the land sbould feel «a perzonal re- 
sponsibility for it and have a personsal 
share in it. That «hare cannot be 
complete without a cash investment. 

Should the queetion arive whether 
this investment mey not interferg with 
the income for the regular Mizzion 
work, we have only to note that where- 
as in 1888, the year of the leapt London 
Conference, British contributions to 
Foreign Missions were $4,666, 780, the 
very next year they increazed to 
$5,367,946, and in 1890 to $6,457, 235. 

It is confidently believed that the 
Conference will reeult in nach an in- 
crease of knowledge about and interest 
in Missions as will greatly enlarge the 
means at the dispozal of Mizsion

members, Let us endoree and evtab- 
lish «a Chbristian Endeavor department. 
Let the clfureh expand. We need it 
as well as others, Endorving the 
Christian Endeavor Society depatt- 
ment, and let ns place at its head & 
strong, energetic young man, one who 
knows something abont the work and 
loves it; also, that has been & gnucceas 
in C. E. work in the past, which would 
inspire hope for the future. 

Let a man travel continnously 
throughont the connection, as far as 
it may be poesible, orgauizing our 
young people, aud snperintending the 
work in getieral, 

For it mast be admitted largely that 
onr charches, as & whols, are woefully 
ſailing to reach thonsands of our young 
people. Therefore I hold that the 
General Conference onght to take this 
matter nnder consideration.

He has been a delegate to four in- 
ternational conventions. He was given
